PROMINENT EDUCATOR TO PRESENT 
IMPORTANT CONCEPT IN TEACHING CHILDREN 


Dr... Karl A. Smith, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Education at the University of 
Minnesota, will present a seminar enti- 
tled "Cooperative Learning: An Awareness 
Conference" at Troy State University at 
Dothan. For more than ten years, Dr. 
Smith has conducted numerous seminars 
and leadership training sessions on co- 
operative learning. Recommended to TSUD 
as the best presenter of this 
Smith is widely published in both the 
field of education and in knowledge rep- 
resentation and expert systems. Dr. 
Smith is co-author of the recently pub- 
lished How to Model It: lem Solvi 
for the Computer Age. 

The basic elements of Cooperative 
Learning, a learning and teaching theory 
which enjoys widespread acceptance and 
utilization among educators, are posi- 
tive interdependence, face-to-face in- 
teraction, individual accountability/per- 
sonal responsibility, collaborative 
skills and group processing. Dr. Smith 
will present and explain each of these 
elements in this workshop through a com 
bination of experimental exercises, dis~ 
cussion and lecture. He will carefully 
define and describe cooperative learning 
for participants, as well as discuss its 
importance and relevance and the re- 
search which supports its use. 

Taryeted for teachers and adminis- 


trators of kindergarten through grade 
eight, this conference will allow par- 
ticipants to earn credit at the under- 
graduate, graduate and continuing edu- 
cation levels. In addition to hearing 
Dr. Smith's lectures covering opera- 
tional and conceptual definitions of 
cooperative learning, alternative ap- 
proaches to class lectures (called the 
"jigsaw approach"), cooperative groups 
and some of the barriers to cooperative 
learning which may be encountered, at- 
tendees will participate in a coopera- 
tive learning experience themselves by 
making a lesson plan involving coopera- 
tive learning.
